She 
passed in Sandy Hook at 7.14 and an- 
chored in the lower bay at 7.40 below 
the "Spit." 


Glvcu Royal Welcome In Harbor 


From the moment the Olympia came 


to anchor the sailor board were kept 
busy dipping the ensign in answer to 
parsing, vessels which tooted their 
•«h sties and dipped their flags in wel- 
come. 


Pleasant Trip Across 


An orderly soon came ashore at Sandy 
Hook with dispatches and messages 
from the admiral and officers. He told 
the Sandy Hook observer that they had 
a pleasant passage across the Atlantic, 
all were well on board and glad to be 
home. He inquired for back files of 
newspapers, and, after filing his dis- 
patches, returned to the ship. 


Committee Greet Dewey 


Secretary Foster of the Dewey re- 


ception committee, said he would at 
once issue a call for a special meeting 
of the committee. Until the meeting 
Mr. Foster said he could not tell just 
what action would be taken on account 
of the unexpected arrival of Admiral 
Dewey, but thought 
the 
committee 


would go down to Sandy Hook this 
afternoon to greet him. 


Arrive* Earlier than Expected 


Later in the afternoon the Olympia 


started up the bay in tow. 


All the city committees have been 


called together. The early arrival of 
the Admiral somewhat disconcerted the 
officials, although the 
members1 of 


Dewey's family did not seem surprised, 
and said he expected he would be here 
a couple of days to have time to get 
the ship ready for the celebration, 


No Change In Plans Anticipated 


Admiral Philip says there will be no 


change in the original parade or cere- 
monial plans. 


The scene in the lower bay is a 


lively one this afternoon, everyone 
saluting and the flagship responding. 
The launch Erin, with Lipton on board, 
came alongside this noon. 


The unexpected arrival of Dewey is 


likely to settle the difference between 
Roosevelt and the city members of the 
Dewey committee. It was reported 
yesterday that the governor intended 
to anticipate the mayor's reception 
committee by going,down the bay in 
a private yacht, thus being the first 
man on board the Olympia, 


There was no demonstration of an 


official character on Sampson's fleet off 
Tompkinsville when the news of the 
Olympia's arrival was received. Sig-

The big liners outward and inward 
bound saluted the admiral and scores 
of small craft are hovering about, all 
with decorated tops.

Anxious for Hostilities 


London, Sept. 26—The general feeling, 


including1 that of the pro-Boers, as in- 
dicated by the newspapers today, is 
that the published dispatch of the sec- 
retary of state in the colonies, Cham- 
berlain, to the British high commis- 
sioner of South Africa clears the way 
for peace if the Boers desire it. In any 
event it affords further delay, which 
in the case of Great Britain, is cer- 
tainly advantageous, as it gives time 
for the reinforcement of the garrison 
at the Cape. 


The papers, generally, however, ex- 


press the hope that Kruger will now 
see his way to meet Great Britain's 
views, and the "Westminster Gazette, 
which is not an anti-Boer paper, says: 
"Kruger and his advisors still have 
a chance to seek peace with indepen- 
dence. 


Meanwhile the dispatch of troops to 


South Africa proceeds uninterrupted- 
ly. Reports are heard on all sides of 
the eagerness of the Boers to start hos- 
tilities. Their 
postponement is said 


to be solely due to the restraining- in- 
fluence of Gen. Joubert. It is believed 
that this influence cannot be exercised 
much longer. It is a circumstantial 
rumor that Joubert has received im- 
perative orders from armed burghers 
that unless he is prepared to take the 
initiative within a brief period, he 
must relinquish the command of the 
army. 


*ne omcials of the foreign office gave 


out last evening the text of the letter of 
Secretary Chamberlain to Sir Alfred 
Milner, dated Sept. 22. The British re- 
ply expressed' regr 
hat her majesty's 


offer, No-. 5, of Se 
8, bad been refusedv 


and said: 


"The o-bject her majesty's government 


had in view in the recent negotiations 
has been stated in a manner which can- 
not admit of misappVehension, viz, t" 
obtain such substantial and immediate 
representation for the outlanders as will 
enable them to secure for themselves 
that fair and just treatment which was 
formally promised them in 1881, and 
which her majesty intended to secure for 
them when she granted privileges of 
self-government to the Transvaal. No

Boston, Sept. 26.—The United States 


battleship Kearsarge, on her 
official 


speed trial over the Cape Ann course 
yesterday, averaged 16.S4 knots an hour. 
On the outward run, of 
33 knots she 


averaged 17.32 knots with smooth sea 
and \\ind abeam. On the 
return, she 


averaged 1G.3? knots against a head wind. 
The contract requirement was 16 knots. 
The trial was successful in every par- 
ticular. 


The run over the famous Cape Ann 


course, in short, came up to the expecta- 
tions of the Kearsarge's builders—the 
Newport News Shipbuilding: and Dry 
Dock company—and delighted the of- 
ficial representatives of the government 
beyond measure. Greater interest, it 
may be said, centered in the trial of this 
battleship of honored and historic name 
than in any previous trial runs of our 
line of battle craft. There were many 
reasons for this, chief of which was the 
desire to compare the Kearsargre type 
with the Indiana and Iowa classes, both 
of which so remarkably proved their 
worth in the recent war. 


The new battleship, with her sister 


ship, the Kentucky, now nearing coij,- 
pletion, descriptively, is distinguished 
by super-imposed tuwrsts. called Samp- 
son turrets, after Rear Admiral Samp- 
sou, who stands sponsor for them. These 
turrets carry 13-inch guns in the lower 
and S-inch in the upper barbettes, and 
the main and secondary batteries con- 
stitute the heaviest armament of any 
ship in the world. Again the new bat- 
tleship differs from the Indiana type in 
having- two masts instead of one, and 
likewise much additional ponderous ma- 
chinery. 


On her speed trial she carried four 


bilge and two dockit.g keels, the Iowa 
alone being presented in this shape for 
her trial run. and it is to the credit of the 
Kearsarge that her relative s.peed. with 
500 horse power less, and 350 tons greater 
displacement, was approximately equal 
to that of the Iowa, although the latter 
on her trial made 17.02 *«r an average. 


The Kearsarge and Kentucky, while 


nominally 16-knot craft, will probably 
be bpoken of in naval circles as of the 
17 knots, based, no doubt, on her per- 
formance with a green crew, and, as the 
builders say, under economical condi- 
tions. The latter important fact has 
Intervened through the abolition by our 
government of payment of bonus for an 
extra quarter knot or greater over the 
contract. Besides, the Newport News 
company, being- certain of reaching the 
required 16 knots, had the glory alon« of 
adding to that figure. As to the 
sta- 


bility—determined by her performance 
in sea way, and as a gun platform—that 
is to be proven later, but on the word of 
Rear Admiral Rodgers, president of the 
board of inspection and survey, she is 
remarkably stiff, and a fine boat in every 
respect. 


In the course of the run two remark- 


ably fine marine pictures were pre- 
sented, aside from the one of this mass 
of steel being forged through the water 
at great speed. The most impressive of 
these was when, after crossing the finish 
rirns; the ship's helm was put hard over, 
and around she went in a circle, the 
diameter of which was scarcely more 
than twica her length. As the screws 
churned up the water the wake made a 
great wave of boiling green water which 
rushed towards a center with the force 
of a tidal rip. the foamy tops meeting in 
miniature cataracts. With this remark- 
ably close radius of action the inclina- 
tion of the craft was scarcely three de- 
grees. The other picture was during-the 
homeward run, when, with a hug-e "bone 
in her teeth," the forward 
deck was 


bathed in clouds of spray. 


The day was perfect overhead and' in 


the air, except that on the run back the 
wind freshened and the speed fell quite 
noticeably. This was due to an acci- 
dent. Shortly before the ship turned the 
stake boat on the homeward run a hot 
water feed tube burst, letting cold water 
Into the boilers, running the steam down, 
thus decreasing the revolutions of the 
propellers eight turns per minute. 


Captain William Folg-er, who wiil com- 


mand the Kearsarge, after the trial ex- 
pressed his admiration of the Kearsarge 
and her performance, saying he was con- 
vinced that with a trained crew she is 
good for 17% knots. 
He further praised 


her as being a very stable boat and a 
magnificent platform. 


Hear Admiral Rodgers said that the 


board were united in satisfaction with 
the vessel. 
For himself, he said she 


was stiff and strong, and the greatest 
addition to the navy. 
He thought the 


run was remarkable, and would wait 
for her final figures as to her speed abil- 
ities. 


Captain Evans said the Kearsarge was 


R fine boat, and one that in speed com- 
pared with the Iowa. 
It could not be 


expected, Captain Evans said, that with 
the difference in horsp power and dis- 
placement, that the Kearsarge would 
pro as fast as the Iowa, but he was sure 
that she was equal to 17 knots. 


Other officers wer.e equally well dis- 


posed in their comments on the ship's 
performance.

SATISFACTORY 
SEASON. 


New England Crops, Excepting Hay and Ap- 
ples, Will Reach Average Yield and Quality. 
Boston, Sept. 26.—The New England 


section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for Use week ending- Sept. 25: 


Copious rSvjsa fell in about all sections 


of New England on the 20th and 21st 
The exceptions were extreme eastern 
sections of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and northern part of Vermont, 
where only light showers occurred. For 
the remainder of the week the weather 
was generally fair and with abundant 
sunshine. 


The past week was decidedly warmer 


than th? preceding one. The average 
temperature was 62 degrees, which is 
6 degrees higher than the week previ- 
ous. 
There were no reports of kill-ing 


frosts and light frosts occurred only.in 
the lowlands of some of the northern 
sections of the district. 


The average rainfall for the week was 


1.50 
inches, which was the largest fcr 


any week of the season. The amounts 
in coast sections from Eastport to Bos- 
ton were from 1.50 to 3. The rainfall 
was somewhat less in the interior sec- 
tions of the district, tiK»ugh sufficient to 
thoroughly wet tha surface of the 
ground. The rain wa-s of great and im- 
mediate benefit, putting the soil in fine 
condition for plowing and fall seeding, 
filling streams and starting springs, amd 
improving late vegetables and vegeta- 
tion generally. 


The rain andi warm weather of the 


past week have improved the condition 
of crops. The chief benefit resulted t6 
cabbage, turnips, meadows 
and 
pas- 


tures, and to fall sown seed. -Crops are 
nearly all secured, except apples, pota- 
toes and late corn. The recent rains 
have placed the ground in good tillable 
condition and fall plowing and seeding 
are being rushed in many sections of 
the district. There are still parts of 
northern Vermont and eastern Rhode 
Island and Massachus«t»s where the soil 
is too dry for cultivation. In some sec- 
tions of Vermont the question of water 
supply ig becoming serious, and 
the 


scarcity of water for stock causes much 
inconvenience to farmers. Now -that 
the season has closed the prevailin^ 
opinion, as expressed by correspondents, 
is that, excepting hay and apples, crops 
will reach the average in yield 
and 


quality. The weather was especially 
favorable to farm work, and the, season 
as a whole satisfactory. 


This bulletin is the last issue of the 


season of 1899. The Yecticn

was shot at by a Bosnian, Knezevic. 
Knezevic and Paisitch, the loaders of the 
conspiracy,- were sentenced to death, 10 
others were condemned to 30 years' im- 
prisonment, aud seven to live years' im- 
prisonment. 
Six of the men on trial 


were acquitted. 


Knezevic was shot publicly yesterday 


afternoon, in the presence of a large 
crowd. In vie\v of the absence of trust- 
worthy evidence, the finding of the tri- 
bunal is the subject of general condem- 
nation. 
After the sentences were read, 


PaJsitch was informed that King Alex- 
ander had pardoned him. 


WHAT TO EAT. 


t ' 
-SX-KINQ MILAN OF BERVIA. 
~ • 


The recent attempt on the life of King 


Milan was in all probability the outcome 
of suppressed popular emotion, and, as 
such, would be strictly in accordance 
with Servian precedent. The criminal 
act has furnished the ex-king- with the 
long-wlshed-for opportunity of making 
a clean sweep of his political and per- 
sonal foes. He has 
doubtless a long- 


score to settle with many of them, and 
revenge is sweet. But some limits must 
be imposed on the process of retaliation, 
which, if carried to extremes, may be 
productive of a dangc. ous ferment not 
only in Servia, but in the whole region 
of the Bal'kans. 


The fact that Austria h'as added her 


protests to those of Russia against the 
severities which the ex-king- was be- 
ginning to put in practice ie all the more 
significant when the understanding 1-n- 
twfien the two great powers is taken in 
'consideration. .The friends of libeityin 
the Balkans can only express the hope 
that King Milan may be wisa in time ar.dl 
that Servia may escape the h :miliation 
of foreign intervention. But events in 
southern Europe1 during the past few 
years have begun, to familiarize the grer: i 
powers with the idea of exercising 
police papervision over turbulent lit' 
states which cannot be allowed to form a 
standing menace to the tranquility of 
their neighbors. 


It is scarcely possible to imagine a more 


effective rebuke than that just adminis- 
tered to the authorities in Belgrade by 
the czar in conferring a Russian decora- 
tion upon the- Servian ex-premier, Gen- 
eral Sava Gruitch. There would appear 
to be practical agreement between the 
views of the two powers as to the pro- 
ceedings in Belgrade, which have been 
described as brutal. In Vienna a hope 
was expressed that this Russian hint 
would serve as a warning to ex-King 
Milan, who is held solely responsible for 
the present policy d? the government. 
The best proof that the co-operation of 
the nominal head of the Servian cabinet 
was not considered indispensable is the 
fact that Premier Georgevitch has 
throughout the whole trouble 
quietly 


continued his cure at Marienbad. Ser- 
vian official and judicial methods must 
leave much to be desired when Austria, 
who is interested not merely in the main1- 
tenance of the Obrenovitch dynasty, but 
in the prestige of the ex-king, v.ho is 
Considered to be its most reliable bul- 
wark, feels called upon to repeat day by 
day her warnings against the present 
system of wholesale arrests amd denun- 
ciations. 


The prisoners in custody, of whom 38 


were semi-officially acknowledged, were 
said to number as many as SO. It is per- 
tinently asked, if the conspiracy be in 
reality so widespread1, what guarantee 
can there be for the 
security of, the 


throne? Altogether, the inadvised ac- 
tion of the Servian rulers is calculated 
to damage their own cause and to give 
a certain show of justification to the 
view propagated by the opponents of the 
dynasty, who boldly maintain teat the 
real conspirators are ex-Kins Milan and 
his instruments, and that Knezevic was 
merely a tool in the hands of the police. 
According to a Belgrade message in the 
Politische Correspondenz, the prelimin- 
ary inquiry brought to light important 
evidence which goes to show that MM. 
Pasitch, Taushanovitch, Gitiritch, Lis- 
titch and Protitch took a leading part in 
the conspiracy. Other prisoners were, 
it is said, compromised, not only by 
Kr.ezevic's information, but by docu- 
ments found in their possession.

When you get old, look out for your 


food. Do you every notice that grand- 
father's face] is not as jolly a" it csed 
to be? His "?trength of mind also seems 
slowly disappearing, though he is get- 
ting fleshier every day. He needs a 
change of food. Probably he has been 
eating buckwheat cakes arid sirup, white 
bread and' butter, sugar, fat meats, etc. 
Give him lean meat and fish, cracked 
wheat and potatoes, barley cakes, rye 
broad or southern corn cakes. Try it, 
and instead of moping and sitting round 
the house all day you will find him run- 
ning around lively as a cricket. 


Maybe, on the contrary, he is growing 


thin and pale. Then he needs buck- 
wheat and molasses, fat meats, mashed 
potatoes in milk, northern corn, cracked 
wheat and fish, oatmeal porridge and 
fruits every morning. 


All rules have their exceptions, and 


the diet described for the mass may not 
answer for exceptional cases, but the 
following directions are good for the 
majority: 


Milk is the simplest and most natural

Per- 
sons who live mostly on vegetables have 
the best nerves and the best complex- 
ions. Red pepper is an excellent condi- 
ment.

Malaria, intermittent fever 
or congestive chills cannot endure the 
presence of red pepper. Pure red pepper 
(known as cayenne) should be on every 
table.

we switch the little lid around and 
fasten it with a tiny screw at the ends, i 
and on its top surface the address of the 
consignee is written, the stamp is affix- 
ed, and away goes her majesty, a queen 
sold into slavery for the trifling sum of 
$10 and sent to her destination on a 10 
cent stamp.

The queen regent 
of Spain would not entertain a thought 
of them for her daughter, the Princess 
Mercedes, for Spain has a claim to the 
throne of France and belongs to the 
Bourbon family, which considers itself 
much wronged by the Bonapartes. 


So there seems only the little Princess 


Jeanne left for the adventurers, unless 
the czar should give to Prince Louis, of 
whom he has made a sort of protege, 
one of the Russian princesses. 


Prince Louis seems to have always 


conducted himself with wisdom and 
credit. Determined not to idle life 
away when he was refused admission 
to the French army, he entered that 
of the czar, where, by sheer ability, he 
worked his way to the position of gen- 
eral. The czar is said to be very 
friendly to him and, on his account, 
consented to receive a visit from his 
rather disreputable brother, Prince Vic- 
tor, to whom Louis has always stood 
a friend. Prince Victor lives in Brus- 
sels and there keeps royal court while 
the ladies of the Bonaparte family work 
for "the cause" in Pai-is. These are 
Princess Mathilde, his aunt, a mag- 
nificent old lady, who married a rich 
Russian prince and afterward eloped 
from him with a handsome count; 
Princess Jeanne, who is the Marquise 
de Villeneu, and sister of Prince Ro- 
land. 


Eugenie is said to be anxious to see 


a Bonaparte again emperor of France 
and lends her influence in England, 
which is not very great, but, better, 
gives her money. Out or her fortune 
she contributes 80,000 francs a year for 
the support of Prince Victor. 


Tn Italy there are Princess Clothilde 


and her daughter, Princess Letitia, 
widow of the late Due de Aosta, a lady 
of the usual Bonaparte friskiness and 
in very bad favor both at the Vatican 
and the Quirinal, so that she can do 
but little if she .would. 


Money is what the queen of France 


must have, and therefore the chances 
are nine out of ten that one of the 
bachelor princes will select the Princess 
Jeanne Marie.

The preparations on both sides Indi- 


cate that In the straggle between the 
British and the Boers that now ap- 
pears Inevitable the principal fighting 
will take place In and near the angle 
of territory In Natal that lies between 
the Drakensberg •' mountains and the 
Buffalo river, says the New York Sun. 
It Is between the range of mountains 
and the river that the railway from 
Durban on the coast running through 
Pietermaritz and Lady-Smith passes 
Into the Transvaal over the familiar 
battlegrounds 
of the 
Ingago and 


Laingsnek, which form the avenue 
and gateway into the Boer territory. 


It Is a serious disadvantage to the 


Boers from.a military point of view 
that these points as well as Majuba 
hill should be in the British territory, 
as the attempt to seize them for their 
own protection would constitute an act 
of war and precipitate the conflict. 
They, therefore, are making such a 
disposition of their forces as will en- 
able them to keep back the British 
advance in front while threatening its 
flanks and communications with Natal 
If successful in the design of their 
present movements, they would secure 
the principal strategic point required 
for the defense of their frontier and 
have avoided striking first. 


Although their military organization 


has made considerable progress since 
their last war, the Boers mean to abide 
by their tactics that have proved so 
effectual in the past. A British officer 
who has recently made an exhaustive 
study of the Boer military system de- 
scribes it as somewhat crude and pa- 
triarchal, but with a decidedly good 
field artillery officered by Europe- 
Dutch army officers, and the Boer's 
army is not to be despised. 


With the exception of the troops de- 


tailed to defend Pretoria and occupy 
Johannesburg fort the whole of the 
Boer forces are mounted, and are reck- 
oned at 35,000 men. This estimate has 
been formed from the number of rifles 
issued to burghers after the Jameson 
raid. 
The Boer tactics are unique. 


Their horses are so trained teat when 
the reins are thrown over their necks 
they remain immovable, and the Boer 
fighting method is based on this fact 


The commands of 100 men Is their 


tactical unit. These are concentrated in 
scattered groups in rear of their out- 
post line, and on the enemy being sig- 
naled In force they canter away eccen- 
trically, endeavoring to encircle his 
line. 
Having selected their ground, 


they dismount under cover, leaving 
their horses, that never move, and open 
a concentrating fire on the advancing 
adversary. 
These were the tactecs 


that proved so successful in the last 
war. At Laingsnek they galloped up 
and outflanked the British force, and 
at Ingago they formed a three-quarter 
circle around General Colley and his 
troops, who only escaped annihilation 
by a night march, leaving the wound- 
ed behind. 


At Majuba a small force of Boers, 


about half that of the British on the 
summit of the hill, crept up the steep 
slope*, ,.jc ar cover of a heavy concen- 
trating fire from the main body about 
2,000 feet below. The British, unaware 
of what was taking place, were sur- 
prised and abandoned their position in 
a panic, leaving their general and a 
handful of men with him to their fate. 


The Boer tactics may be-briefly de- 


scribed as great mobility, rapid power 
of concentration on vulnerable points, 
rapid retreats therefrom if seriously 
threatened, but before this eventuates, 
hoping to achieve a victory, and most 
certainly inflicting great losses. This 
power of rapid movement incidental to 
all being mounted is the root of the 
•tactical question, increasing materially 
their powers of offense and, indirectly, 
of defense. 
Bach Boer carries 150 


rounds of ammunition, and biltong or 
dried beef for four 'days, the horses 
feeding on the veldt. 
They say they 


can cover 200 miles in the four days, a 
formidable advantage in making raids 
on an enemy's communications. 


The opinion of the Boer officers Is 


that if the British employ less than 
80,000 men they are safe. On the Brit- 
ish side the belief is that if one big 
victory is won at the start the bubble 
of the Boer resistance will burst, but 
if, on the other hand, the British force 
Should meet a check, the consequences 
to British prestige and supremacy 
would be most serious. 


Fantastic Ice Glen Parade. 


More than 100 people took part the 


other night in the annual torchlight 
parade through Ice Glen, near Stock- 
bridge, Mass. The procession formed 
at the park at 8:30 and, headed by the 
Stockbridge band, marched down the 
street to the entrance of the Glen, 
which is a rock ravine whdre ice re- 
mains throughout the year, says the 
New York Times. The parade was led 
by Peyton Van Rensselaer, who was 
costumed as an eastern king. Others 
in the procession were dressed as gyp- 
sies, nuns, queens, goddesses and Oth- 
er fantastic characters. Most of the 
young women were masked. 
After 


the parade the participants danced on 
the village green around a large bon- 
fire. Many of the cottagers and their 
guests drove down from Lenox to see 
this unique performance. It was the 
largest and most successful for some 
years.

LIGHTHOUSE IMPROVEMENT 


Change* Jbat Have Been Made In Ufhta 


and lenfei. 


An article about lighthouses, entitled 


'Tin, Lights That G&de In the Night," 
|B contributed by Lieutenant John M. 
Ellioott to St. Nicholas. After telling 
of the growth in the number of light- 
houses Lieutenant Ellioott says: 


Meantime the means of lighting were 


being steadily improved. The open fire 
gave place to the oil lamp, then a 
curved mirror, called a parabolic mir- 
ror, was placed behind the lamp to 
bring the rays together; next, many 
lamps with mirrors were grouped about 
a central spindle, and some snob lights 
are still in operation. The greatest 
stride came when an arrangement of 
lenses, known as the Fresnel lens, in 
front of a lamp replaced the mirror be- 
hind it. This lens was rapidly improved 
for lighthouse purposes, until now a 
cylindrical glass house surrounds the 
lamp flame. This house has lens shaped 
walls, which bend all the rays to form 
a horizontal zone of strong light which 
pierces the darkness to a great distance. 


The rapid increase in the number of 


lighthouses has made it necessary to 
have some means of telling one from 
another, or, as it is termed, of giving 
to each light its "characteristic." Col- 
oring the glass made the light dimmer, 
but as red comes most nearly to white 
light in brightness some lights have red 
lenses. The latest and best plan, how- 
ever, ia to set upright prisms at inter- 
vals in a circular framework around 
the lens and to revolve this frame by 
clockwork. Thus the light is made to 
flash every time a prism passes between 
it and an observer. By changing the 
number and places of the prisms or the 
speed of the clockwork the flashes for 
any one light can be made to occur at 
intervals of so many seconds for that 
light. Putting in red prisms gives still 
other changes. Thus each light has ita 
"characteristic," and this is written 
down in signs on the charts and fully 
stated in the light lists carried by ves- 
sels. Thus, on a chnrt you may note 
that the light you want to sight is 
marked "F. W., v. W. FL, 10 sec.," 
•which means that it is "fixed white 
varied by white flashes every ten sec- 
onds." When a light is sighted, you see 
if those are its characteristics, and if so 
you have found the right one.

MOTHER GOOSE. 


The Iconoclast Throw* • Big Stone at 


Boston'* Famous Personage. 


Iconoclastic Boston has decided that 


if there ever was a Mother Goose with 
poetical talents—which isn't likely— 
she was not the Mother Goose buried in 
that city and whose grave has for years 
been haunted by sentimental, patriotic 
and more or less literary visitors from 
all parts of the country. It seems that 
the respectable Mrs. Elizabeth Goose, 
whom legend credits with the composi- 
tion of all those sprightly lyrics in 
which, for no very good reason, chil- 
dren are supposed to take such delight, 
had no more right to a place among 
America's eminent women than Jack 
the Giant Killer has to be included 
among our famous generals. She lived 
and she died, and 'that, except the 
names of her parents and the fact that 
she had some children, is absolutely all 
which is known about her. 


The story that she wrote, or at least 


collected, the famous poems is a myth 
invented by one of the presumably good 
lady's descendants. "Mere 1'Oye" was 
from time out of mind a character in 
French fairy tales. The name first ap- 
peared in English in 1729, when the 
prose "Contes de ma mere 1'oye" were 
translated as "Tales of Passed Times 
by Mother Goose." This book became 
the property of John Newbery of Lon- 
don, the famous publisher of little 
books for children, and about 1765 he 
utilized the trade name by printing as 
a companion book "Mother Goose's 
Melodies." The latter was merely a 
collection of old English nursery rhymes. 
From England it came to America and 
was reprinted by Isaiah Thomas of 
Worcester, Mass., about 1787, then by 
Munroe & Francis of Boston about 1835, 
and now by every one. 
The fiction 


about Mrs. Elizabeth Goose of Boston 
was started by John Flint Eliot about 
1860, utterly without proof or probabil- 
ity, and has since been repeated, gain- 
ing imaginary details at every stage.— 
New York Times. 


Gamecock Sold For f 1O.OOO. 


Several hundred South Carolina rais- 


ed gamecocks are exported annually to 
Mexico, where cockflghting is the sport 
of the nation. These exported birds are 
not collected indiscriminately In the 
state, but are obtained from one man 
in Clay Hill, York county, -who has 
made the raising of fighting cocks a 
life study. That he has succeeded by 
various courses and carrying out a sys- 
tem in producing the best birds is 
shown by the demand from Mexico for 
the breed. One bird he sold to a Texan 
was entered in big matches in the Lone 
Star State, and after winning 27 bat- 
tles was bought by a Mexican for $10,- 
000, says the New York Sun. He has 
been notified that this cock has won a 
battle in the City of Mexico In which 
the stake was $10,000.

The figures are for the Sud- 
bury river region, which supplies water 
for tho city of Boston, and where the 
records have been kept so accurately 
that they are accepted as standards by 
engineers. 


During the month of July 3.22 inches 


fell, and during August 1.43 inches. 
The month of August, in the cubic 
feet per second per square mile was 
the driest for 24 years and July was a 
close second. The next driest month 
was in September, 1884, which was 
considerably in excess of July and 
August of this year.

A TRIP UP GREYLOCK 


"Listener" of Boston Transcript Writes 


Entertainingly of the Mountain 


The Listener in the Boston Transcript 


made the ascent of Greylock last sum- 
mer and in a recent issue of his paper 
had the following-: 


"The first of my holiday climbs this 


year was our own Greylock. Starting 
from one of tho hotels in North Adams 
from which the distance to the summit 
of Greyloi-k is said to be nine miles, I 
found the walk to the top of the moun- 
tain to be- a fair four hours' tramp, in- 
cluding the philosophical pauses that 
and mountain climber wants to make. 
The ascent is sufficiently winding to be 
gradual. There Is a. practicable wagon 
road to the very summit, ami this road 
winds so much that the pedestrian, see- 
ing the road above him, is able to cut 
off a loop now and then. This, how- 
ever, is only in the lower regions; high- 
er up the woods cut off all view of the 
road above. Greylock seems to bes?in 
almost as soon as one LSI out of the 
pleasant mountain 
town, 
of North 


Adams, and the ascent is steady. Fine 
woods clothe the whole upper part of 
the mountain, and the deep, dark sha- 
dows of hemlock groves lie above and 
below the path Even in this arid sea- 
son the springs of Greylook still flow 
and one has but to drink wh<m thirsty 
of cool water trickling at the very road- 
side. 


"On the summit of Greylock someone 


has built a tall lookout of iron trestle- 
work, which lifts one quite above the 
vegetation still far from Arctic which 
grows all about. Standing at the top 
of tho tower, one realizes that after all 
Greylock is but the threshold of the 
mountain country. To tho northward 
lie masses upon masses of mniir-taJns, 
some of which look greater than Grey- 
lock, and are. Below, at OIIP'SI very 
feet, lies the fine town of Adams. Com- 
paratively few of our mountains have 
prosperous towns exactly at their feet. 
Groylock, with Adams nestling there, is 
one of these; Wachusett stands much 
he same relation to Leomin^-ter, and 
Equinox to Manchester. I had always 
thought of WilHamstown lying1 under 
the shadow of Greylock, but Williams- 
own was totally invisible from the top 
of the lookout, while Adams was spread 
out like a map. North Adams is seen 
off at a somewhat greater distance, 
where its houses and 
manufactories 


seem to chase one another up the steep 
hillsides. To the eastward lies the long 
wall of the Hoosac range. As I stood 
here, a black mounain thunder storm 
gathered in the northwest, f'nutting- out 
the full view of tho mountain' 'hero, 
while seeming to magnify thMr SLZ ,"

"Those little detached passages in 


other people's stories that we are con- 
tinually running into by pure chance," 
said an old reporter off duty, "are tho 
most fascinating and tantalizing things 
m life.

"Oh, well," said somebody in the 
office, "go ahead and tell the story and 
have done with it!" 


"The incident I had in mind," con- 


tinued the old reporter, looking some- 
what injured, "was narrated to mo by 
a gentleman of this city who is now 
manager of an extensive orange grove, 
with offices in New "Orleans. Eight or 
nine years ago, before he assumed his 
present^ position, he had charge of a 
large sugar plantation up the river, and 
one day dtiring the grinding season a 
young Englishman came to his office 
and applied to him for work. 


"The young fellow said his name 


was John Mason, and his shabby clothes 
and a hungry look in his eye confirmed 
the statement that he was badly in 
need of a "job.

HOW A BULLET TRAVELS. 


the Soldier Is Tangrltt In 


I.cnrnlnK How to Shoot. 


The soldier is taught that the bullet 


travels through the air in-a curved line 
called the trajectory, and that three 
forces act upon it—first, the exploded 
charge, tending to drive It forward in 
a straight line along the line of fire; 
second, the force of gravity, and, third, 
tho air resistance. At 200 yards, owing 
to these forces, the bullet, traveling at 
the rate of 2,000 feet a second, will 
have fallen about two feet. In the ex- 
citement of firing at close quarters the 
aim will invariably be too high. 


It has been c.ilcfllatijd that when tho 


enomy approaches within 850 yards the 
soldirrs will instinctively fire as much 
as two feet or three feet abovo their 
heads. Now, it has been found by ex- 
periment that tho fact of fixing bay- 
onets will cause the bullet to drop a 
distance of about 2% feet in 350 yards, 
and therefore when about this distance 
from the enemy soldiers are instructed 
to fix bayonets, in order to counteract 
tho excessive elevation of their aim. 


Tho recruit learns that tho mean ex- 


treme range of tho bullet is 8,500 yards, 
and that tho longest shot over observed 
was 0,700 yards. Ho is taught the'pene- 
trating power of ftis weapon, a subject 


full ot Interest To take one or two"ex- 
auiples, rammed earth gives lesa pro- 
tection'than loose; bullets easily find 
their way through joints of walls, while 
a concentrated fire of about 150 rounds 
at 300 yards will breach a nine inch 
brick wall. 


Only experience can teach a soldier 


how much jap must aim to the right or 
left of his ujark to counteract the force 
cf the wind. A side wind has more 
effect on tho flight of the bullet than a 
wind blowiug.directly toward the firer. 
The soldier must learn the habits of his 
rifle, since some shoot higher or lower 
than others. 
Every rifle, like every 


marksman, has its own individuality.— 
Poarsou's Weekly.

i Prom the age of stone tip to the time 
when the art of killing one's neighbor 
led to the discovery of powder and fire- 
arms primitive peoples, owing to the 
insufficiency of their weapons to cause 
prompt death, have invented means of 
giving them poisonous qualities. Poi- 
soned weapons, whether they are ar- 
rows, knives, ..lances or what not, may 
get their fatal properties from either 
vegetable or,, animal poisons. 


The South v American Indians usa 


Curare; the' natives of India, Indo- 
iChina, Borneo an$ the Moluccas em- 
iploy, or rather did employ, the upas to 
poison their weapons; the negroes of 
[the Sudan and the Kongo 'still make 
use of a poison extracted from different 
varieties of. strophanthus-called m'bou- 
mou or ine,1'according ..to the regions 
where it is'employed;, the people of 
South'Africa, the Hottentpts, the Bush- 
men, the Kaffirs and the Akkas, poison 
•their arrows with.thp venota of' divers 
serpents, the•> cobra' de/capello among 
.others; certainfjtribes".of "equatorial 
'Africa, the'N'rfris and'-.the Banjiris, 
.use their "arrows after long burial in 
decomposing corpses,*.to communicate 
|blood poisoning, which results 'in 
-speedy death; in (Jceanica the natives 
of New Caledonia, the"'Hebrides and 
the Solomon groug g_ive,. their enemi 
•lockjaw by soaking tlfeir arrows in 
marshes containing large quautrtieB of 
the bacillus of tetanus. 


The first three kinds of poison are 


•practically, of vegetable origin, though 
ithe local medicine'men mts with their 
preparations red ants, snakes' venom, 
toads' eyes, etc. . They are the charac- 
teristic alkaloids'of plants, which serve 
as the basis of a deadly poisonous mix- 
'ture. Curare, upas and m'bonmou have 
as their principal elements plants 
whose species vary with the tribe, and 
which all belong to the strychnine fam- 
ily. The three last named poisons, ex- 
cept that of the South African negroes, 
are of microbial origin. 


What are the value,. duration and 


activity of these poisons ? Curare keeps 
indefinitely. In 1757 in the course of 
experiments in physiology made in 
France with curarized arrows brought 
in 1762 from equatorial America by La 
Condamine, a fowl scratched with one 
of these arrows died in seven minutes. 
Among the Ouiteto Indians, lumps of 
curare handed down from father to eon 
have preserved all their poisonous ac- 
tivity, although covered with mold. 
The same may be said for the upas, 
which, kept in little sections of bamboo 
for seven or eight years, retains the 
same active qualities as when freshly 
prepared. Malay weapons, even those 
of steel, always keep their poisonous 
properties. 


The black races that use ine claim 


that it will keep only a short 1)ime be- 
fore it spoils. Now, ine, which is an 
aqueous maceration of strophanthns 
seeds, to which is added the juice of a 
fig or of a euphorhi, and generally also 
vipers' venom, becomes covered with 
mold at the end of a few weeks, but 
notwithstanding it has preserved all its 
toxic properties. Guinea pigs have been 
killed in a few minutes by being 
scratched with arrows whose points 
had molded. In fact, the vegetable 
poisons used by primitive peoples for 
their arrows keep indefinitely and al- 
ways make effective weapons. 


This is not the case with poisons of 


animal or microbian origin. As we 
have seen above, the Bushmen, the 
Kaffirs and the Akkas poison the points 
of their arrows with serpent venom, 
especially that of the cobra. At the end 
of two or three weeks their arms have 
lost all harmful quality. This is due to 
a single cavise. The venom of snakes, 
which is preserved indefinitely in alco- 
hol, becomes covered in air with a pe- 
culiar mold, which has not been studied 
hitherto and which removes all poison- 
ous effect from the venom. 


The poison used on the arrows of the 


N.'Dris of the Upper Ubanghi is noth- 
ing else than the septic vibrio (microbe 
of blood poisoning), which dies in the 
air if it is not in the presence of de- 
composition. Thus those arrows are 
harmful only during a very short time. 
As for the arrows of the New Cale- 
donians, which infect their victim with 
tetanus, authorities do not agree about 
the duration of their harmful action, 
although it is proved that the bacillus 
of Nicolaier cannot live except in a very 
moist medium and together with other 
bacilli, harmless or otherwise, such as 
the septic bacillus, which, as we have 
seen, dies in a short time. 


Thus in all cases the poisoned arrows 


of the races that make use of vegetable 
alkaloids are much more to be feared 
than those of the tribes that employ 
poisons of animal or microbian origin.

Explanation of Wlmt S«em« Preco- 
ciousness In Imnertnatlve Children. 


"An active, healthy imagination ia 


one of the happiest gifts a child can 
possess," is the theory advanced by 
Florence Hull Winterburn, -the well 
known padiologist, in The -Woman's 
Home Companion. 


"If we watch an intelligent child^ 


four or five years old, who believes him- 
self unnoticed we will probably he as- ; 
tonished at the richness and fertility of 
the fancy which can give life and color 
to dull, commonplace things and weave 
whole stories and dramas around the 
simple toy that means nothing mc*e to 
us than what it plainly stands ,for. Bth 
we will perceive that even his wildest 
romances found themselves upon many 
facts, for free and frolicsome as imagi- 
nation may appear, it ia subject to its 
laws. It deals with real things in a 
playful way. It embroiders, paints, 
molds, but it must ,hate its material, 
its basis in actual life. 


"What we call creative ahfflty Is 


really nothing but the power to reconr 
struct, perhaps to connect several sep- 
arate plans or patterns into a whola 
which seems different from the original. 
The child is an artist who daubs on his 
colors boldly, • without any sense of the 
absurdities he may commit, and KO he 
often produces effectsj!hat surprise oth- 
ers as well as Tiimself. Many of the acts 
that seem so precocious because we sup- 
pose them to bs the outcome of a well 
considered, plan are reaJly happy acci- 
dents, not devoid cf the merit of orig- 
inality, but neither to be overpraised as 
work of genius. Childhood is one un- 
broken succe&sion of experimentings."

THE PAINTERS' NEW RULES 


Dissussed Last Night; To 1 hrow Busi- 


ness in Union Shops 


The painters' union, held a meeting 


last evening, and discussed the new 
working- rules which were adopted by 
the union some time ago a® reported, 
and w hich are to be in effect till April 
1, 1900. The rules say that master 
painters sha,ll agree to employ none 
but members of the union, and this 
has been presented to all the employ- 
ing painters. It is thought that there 
will be little difficulty in. having this 
agreed to. 


As mentioned in a previous article 


the chief aim of the new rules is to 
prevent small jobbing1 by journeymen 
painters, who have been in the habit of 
taking small jobs for themselves after 
the regular working hours. The union 
desires to throw all the business there 
is in this line to the shops which em- 
ploy only union men, believing that in 
this way the best interests of the union 
•workmen will be advanced. 


In regard to prices and time of work- 


ing there is little change in the new 
schedule. No workman is to be allowed 
to work more than 20 minutes overtime 
to finish a job, but when necessary this 
is to be done at the expense of the 
union instead of the shop. Another rule 
-u3 inRwekkscliunj(py fisbhi etaoin tao 
says that no workman shall do any 
work before 7 a. m. or after fi ;>. in., 
without permission from the union. .Ml 
misunderstandings will be referred to a 
slvop committee and if this committee 
is unable to settle it. the matter will be 
referred to an arbitrating committee. 


The price list calls for from $2 to 


$2.25 a day for painters, $2.25 a day for 
scaffold hands on all buildimg-g two 
stories high or over, grainers and fres- 
coers $2.50 a day, and paper hangers 
from $2.25 to $2.50 a day. 


SENATOR PARSONS' DEFENSE 


Attacks His Accusers. National Ques- 


tions Little to Oo With It 


Senator Parsona of Greenfield "has 


issued a letter to the voters of his dis- 
trict in defense of his position and in 
answer to opposition. Regarding his 
vote against Lodge, he says: 


"A group of untruths hag clustered 


about my exercise of what I contend 
was a warrantable' discretion in the 
election of United States senator. One 
journal has stated that it was followed 
by a public attack upon the junior ?"n- 
ator then elected, which has no shadow 
of support, unless my statement of rea- 
sons for my action could be so distort- 
ed. The Gazette ha« said that my 
course was because of "personal dis- 
like." 
No- statement in the discussion 


of this incident has gone 
further 


amiss the truth. It is a totally un- 
founded interpretation." 


In conclusion, he says: 
"National questions have at beat lit- 


tle to do with a state campaign; they 
must have still less with a, local legis- 
lative election. Especially tiue must 
this be in a time when experience is 
showing that a few weeks are sufficient 
time to wholly change the face of our 
problems. The action of congress may, 
and I dare to hope it will, totally dis- 
pose of those differences among repub- 
licans which It is certainly not the part 
of wisdom to make the line of party 
rupture this year. There are state prob- 
lems of importance* too little realized. 
The chiefest of them concern the re*- 
lations- of the public and the so-called 
"Quasi-public" corporations. These are 
capable of much discussion, but I do 
not enter uponi it here. The selfish in- 
terests behind them 
are constantly 


operating in the selection of candidates 
for the legislature, particularly for the 
upper branch. It occasions no surpiige, 
for instance, w hen men representing 
local street railway interests undertake 
to reward by their opposition a member 
who has advocated a bill giving- to the 
voters of towns some voice in the ques- 
tion of granting- locations. 
I invite 


the fullest examination of my record 
for four years upon this important class 
of questions to reveal the basis of cer- 
tain opposition and to show that my 
effort has been the protection of the 
public against selfish and overweening 
demands."

Pleanty of Work as a Result of Recent 


School Laws 


Truant Officer Whipple, who is taking 


the school census, is working hard this 
week, with the double duty of keeping 
the small boyb in the line, of duty, am; 
finishing the census this week. Form- 
erly as much time as was wanted \\;:-. 
allowed for the census, but a new law 
makes it imperative this year to finish 
the census by the end of September. 


The truants have not been more than 


usually troublesome this fall, but at 
the beginmiag of the school year there 
is always a good deal to do in rounding 
up youngsters who have gotten out of 
the habit of being shut up five houis or 
so a day. In connection with this, it 
will be well for parents a.iui others to 
be reminded of the law whu h 
was 


passed by the legislature of ISPS, and 
which reads as follows: 


"Any person having under his con- 


trol a child between seven and fourteen 
years of age who fails for five day 
sessions or ten half day sessions within 
any oeriod of six months while under 
such control, to caus" such child to at- 
tend school as required by 
section 


twelve of this act, the physical or men- 
tal condition of such child not being 
such as to render his attemdance at 
school harmful or impracticable, upon 
complaint by a truant officer and con- 
viction thereof, shall forfeit and pay a 
fine of not more than $20. Any person 
who induces or attempts in induce any 
child to*flbsent himself unlawfullyfrom 
school, or employs or harbors while 
school is in session any child absent un- 
lawfully from school, shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of not more than $50."
